“There have been fewer traffic 
deaths in the post-war _ years,” 
said Chief Papéndick, and credit 
must be given to the widespread 
efforts to save lives.

A chart of national statistics of 
hunting accidents all over the 
United Stgtés during 1950 com- 
piled by the National Ridle Asso- 
ciation proves quite conclusively 


j that the shotgun is just as dan- 


ferous as a rifle. The chart was 
received here by Conservation 
Officer Clarence Koberts who al- 
Avalanche to borrow

During the 1950 hunting sea- 
son there wére 12,626,539 hunters 
in the nation’s woods and fields. 
There were 832 hunting accidents, 
173 fatal and 659 non-fatal. Shot- 
guns were responsible for 516 of 
the total. Self-inflicted wounds 
accounted for 229 of the accidents 
with 584 persons being killed or 
injured by others. 358 of the per- 
sons killed or injured were wound 
ed by intentional discharge of the
